Violent Air Fighting Around Island 
Naval Base in the Medi- 
terranean. 

VALETTA, Malta, June 12 (AP). 
—Ten Axis planes were shot down 
today in violent air fighting around 
this British island base in the 
Mediterranean it was officially an- 
nounced tonight. 

The aerial action was described 
in the following communique: 

“Last night some bombs were 
dropped, causing one civilian cas- 
ualty and negligible damage. — 

‘It has now been ascertained 
that five enemy aircraft were shot 
down into the sea this morning. 
This afternoon a second force at- 
tempting to reach the island was 
intercepted and driven off by 


fighters. Five were shot down, 


crashing into the sea, including a 
large twin-engined machine. 

“Thus today a total of 10 enemy 
aircraft were confirmed as de- 
stroyed, one probably was unable 
to reach its base, and others were 
known to have been damaged.”

Stil Time for Action. 

The Governor, speaking force- 
fully but with his usual suavity, 
told the Legislature that there re- 
mained time before final adjourn- 
ment, expected shortly after July 
1, to pass important legislation. 

“All of us are conscious of ‘the 
fact that many important and 
needed additions to, and improve- 
ments in, our laws yet remain not 
enacted,” he said. “It is not only 
the desire of the legislative and 
executive branches of the State 
government, but it is also the ex- 
pectation of our constituents, that 
our efforts shall produce results.” 

The Governor said that, while it 
was not practicable to attempt to 
pass every important, law needed, 
it was practicable for the Legisla- 


2 | ture to select the most important 


subjects and “devote to them such 
continuous and industrious effort 
as will produce the legislation.” 

The Governor stressed the ne- 
cessity for a balanced budget, ex- 
pressing the opinion that it was 
the duty of the Legislature to lim- 
it appropriations to anticipated rev- 
enues, and giving the warning that 
“the Governor can, and will, if 
necessary, employ the veto to pro- 
duce such balance.” 

He concluded his message with 
an urgent appeal for the passage 
of the ‘Rozier-Donnelly bill for a 
complete survey of the whole 
ernmental structure of the State.

LONDON, June 12—An acute 
crisis in German-Russian relations 
is expected here to develop within 
the next week, following reports 
that the Germans have more than 
100 divisions lined up along the 
frontier. 

Reports have been pouring in 
from all parts of Europe during 
the last five weeks of growing 
concentrations of German troops 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea. 
The British press today gives vari- 
ous interpretations ranging from 
sheer bluff on the part of the 
Germans to intention to invade 
Russia in the near future. Some 
set the date exactly for June 15. 

British Ambassador Sir Stafford 
Cripps reached London last night 
from Stockholm, where he has been 
for several weeks. Reports of 
German troop concentrations had 
been received in London prior to 
his arrival, however, and his visit 
—the first since he went to Mos- 
cow @ year ago, was arranged be- 
fore the present crisis appeared 
imminent. 

Reports of Nazi Offer. 

As early as May 1, it was known 
that Count Frederick Werner von 
der Schulenberg, German Ambas- 
sador to Russia, had returned to 
Moscow with certain proposals. He 
indicated that Hitler would be 
prepared to accept an invitation 
to visit Moscow and to outline full 
German-Russian collaboration. 

The invitation was not forthcom- 
ing and Von Schulenberg is be- 
lieved to have offered the Krem- 
lin Germany’s terms, thought to 
consist of closer economic collabo- 
ration, Russian recognition of Ger- 
many’s new order and a free hand 
for Germany in the Dardanelles 
and Turkey. In return, the Rus- 
sian sphere of influence would be 
permitted ot extend over all the 
territory east of the present fron- 
tiers. 

Moscow has maintained a com- 
plete silence throughout the past 
two months, having last November 
announced Stalin's refusal to join 
the Axis. For the past three 
weeks, however, the Moscow radio 
has ceased talks and news of 
“party line” type and has been dis- 
seminating old Russian music, 
tales of imperialist Russia and 
talks on the historical, cultural and 
economic importance of the 
Ukraine to Russia. 


Invasion Base Theory. 


The publicity Germany has per- 
mitted on the movements of Ger- 
man troops has tended to make 
commentators here extremely cau- 
tious. Some have interpreted this 
lack of secrecy to a desire to lull 
the British into a false sense of 
security which would make them 
Gispatch a great number of troops 
to the Mediterranean. Subsequent- 
ly, the Germans would then at- 
tempt to invade Britain, accord- 
ing to this view. 


Experts now, however, are in- 
clined to believe that Hitler is 
really putting pressure on Russia 
for major political and economic 
concessions. These are believed to 
include control of the Ukraine, the 
Caucasus, Georgia and Iran. ‘The 
only point which is now debated 
in London is whether the Russians 
will give in or fight. 


If some experts here are correct, 
the Germans will issue an ulti- 
matum to Moscow within the next 
few days and, failing its accep- 
tance, attack next week. Between 
115 and 120 German divisions are 
reported to be along the length of 
the Russian frontier from Finland 
to Rumania and Bulgaria. A con- 
siderable number of heavy bomb- 
ers and long-range fighters have 
been transferred from Western 
Europe eastward, which probably 
accounts for the almost complete 
lull In air attack on Britain in 
the past month. 


A successful German invasion of 
the Ukraine might have wide- 
spread repercussions. Could the 
Stalin government survive either 
a German political or military vic- 
tory?

R.A.F. PLANES RAID 


ALEPPO AIRDROME 


LONDON, June 12 (AP). — Two 
motorized British columns are re- 
ported to be moving swiftly across 
Northern Syria toward Aleppo to- 
day as French resistance delayed 
three other columns of British and 
“Free French” advancing on Bei- 
rut and Damascu: from the south. 

A sixth force is said to be push- 
ing into Central Syria along the 
pipeline Jéading from the Iraq oil 
fields to Palmyra, but there is no 
information concerning its prog- 
ress. 

Royal Air Force Middle East 
headquarters reported damaging 
raids on the Aleppo airport, where 
the British say German planes are 
based, and on shipping in Beirut 
harbor Tuesday night. 

At Aleppo, the communique said, 
bombs fell on aircraft on the run- 
ways and on buildings, causing 
many fires. At Beirut one French 
plane was reported to have been 
shot down. The communique said 
the R. A, F. “gave full support to 
our advancing troops both by con- 
stant fighter patrols and by recon- 
naissance flights.” 

Air Base Reported Taken. 

One of the units advancing to- 
ward Aleppo already has seized the 
French air base at Deir-Ez-Zor- 
after driving 75 miles up the Eu- 
phrates Valley from the Iraq fron- 
tier, press dispatches from Tur- 
key reported. 

The other column, the same 
sources said, is threatening Ras-El- 
Ain, 100 miles north of Deir-Ez- 
Zor and 125 miles west of Iraq on 
the Bagdad-Aleppo railway, which 
parallels the Turkish frontier. 
Both forces according to these re- 
ports, are within 175 miles of Alep- 
po, which is important as an air 
base and a rail center. 

A Reuters, British news agency, 
dispatch from. Jerusalem said Hai- 
fa, chief port and oil center of 
Palestine, and Alexandria, British 
naval hase on the Egyptian coast, 
were raided by Axis planes early 
today. Few casualties were fre- 
ported. A raiding plane shot down 
by anti-dircraft guns early last 
night crashed on the shore of the 
Sea of Galilee and its crew of 
three was killed. 

Palestine City Bombed. 

Tel-Aviv, Jewish city in Pales- 
tine, on the coast northwest of 
Jerusalem, was raided heavily by 
Axis planes last night, its first air 
bombing since the Italian attack 
last September.

NAZI PAPERS RUN MALTA MAP, 
URGE PUBLIC TO CLIP, SAVE IT 


Press Already Described British 
Base As Useless Because of 
Air Attacks. 

BERLIN, June 12 (AP).—The 
German press began publishing to- 
day a detailed map of Malta, 
Britain's mid-Mediterranean naval 
base, and suggested that readers 
cut it out and save it. Lokal An- 
zeiger was the first newspaper to 
make the suggestion. 

The press already had declared 
that Malta was useless as a British 
base because of constant German 
and Italian air~attacks. 
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fenses in Libya, have been de- 
stroyed by dive-bombers, the Brit- 
ish Navy announced today.

Besides the hit aft, another 
bomb put in the boiler room and 
near misses shook the Ladybird 
like a hound shaking a rabbit. 
Severely wounded men kept 
handing shells up to the gunners 
who continued to fire until 
ordered to abandon ship. 

Capt. John Blackburn of the 
Ladybird called the conduct of his 
officers and men “one of.the most 
magnificent displays of courage 
and devotion to duty I have ever 
seen.” 

With all guns except the forward 
armament under water and with 
flames sweeping about them and 
eating toward the magazine, he 
said, the sailors asked: “Carry on, 
sir, please?”

Average Aircraft Wages. 
At Washington, Labor Depart- 
ment sfatistics showed aircraft 
workers averaged $35.39 a week 
in March, on the basis of an aver- 
age work week of 45.2 hours and 
average hourly earnings of 178.3 
cents, 
The March figures, the latest 
available, did not go into detail 
as to wages for specific crafts 
within the industry. 
Since March, 1940, the average 
hourly earnings have increased 
approximately 5 cents. In _ that 
month the average work week was 
42.1 hours with average hourly 
earnings of 73.4 cents. 
Government economists have 
pointed out that under the defense 
program, the average hourly wage 
figure has been increased by over- 
time pay for work done in excess 
of the national standard work 
week of 40 hours. 
The Government requires air- 
craft builders performing Govern- 
ment contracts to pay a minimum 
of 50 cents an hour. This was

FEW TIFF MINERS 
SHOW UP WHEN 
U. S. OFFERS JOBS 


Only 400 Report in Area 
Where Unemployment Was 
Estimated at 2000. 


A two-month Federal reforesta- 
tion project designed to relieve un- 
employment in Washington Coun- 
ty, heart of the tiff mining area, 
is nearing an end but the antici- 
pated throngs of unemployed failed 


to materialize. 

Some field observers, where 
the machine threatens to displace 
hand labor, had estimated 2000 
men needed work and regarded 
the temporary project as a possible 
forerunner of a permanent rehabil- 
itation plan on a big scale. 

But 332 was the maximum num- 
ber reporting for work at any one 


time. Part of a $67,000 emergency 
relief fund grant authorized by 
President Roosevelt for work in 
the county went begging and 100 
men were put to work in Reynolds 
County. 

The project, consisting of tim- 
ber stand improvement, creation 
of stock watering ponds and a rec- 
reational area in the 68,000 acres 
of Clark National Forest lying in 
Washington County, was planned 
for 500 men. Social Security rolls 
indicated 843 jobless. But only 
424 reported gradually for work. 
Thirty-one quit after a few days, 
some on their first fortnightly 
payday. They received $2.30 a day 
for a five-day week, almost twice 
as much as some tiff miners have 
reported earning. The men were. 
clumsy axmen at first, suffering 
minor injuries, but worked with 
a will, Many showed effects of 
malnutrition. 

Paul D. Kelleter, forest super- 
visor, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er he regarded the projects as a 
fair gauge of the current unem- 
ployment situation in Washington 


County, as all unemployed had a 
chance to work. —

“It is of the greatest importance 
that the administration of the 
liquor laws be above reproach or 
suspicion,” the Governor said. “The 
provisions of Senate Bill No. 
26 (the Donnelly bill) will, it is 
believed, go far to insure that re- 
sult.” 

While the Democratic leaders 
were generally complimentary of 
the message, the Republicans ger- 
erally objected io nis concurrence 
in the Donnelly bill. However, 
they agreed with his other recom- 
mendations. 

Open Break Fiares. 

The break between Gov. Donnell 
and Republican legislators, which 
has been capitol corridor gossip 
for several weeks, came into the 
epen today when Senator Ray 
Mabee (Rep.), Unionville, arising 
to a question of personal privilege, 
severely criticised the Governor on 
the floor of the Senate. 

Democratic Senators quickly 
went to the defense of the Re- 
publican Governor, as did also Sen- 
ator Joseph A. Falzone (Rep.), St. 
Louis County, and Senator George 
A. Rozier (Rep.), Perryville. The 
Senator made the Governor’s ap- 
proval of the bill for a bi-partisan 
force of liquor inspectors the basis 
for his attack, charging that the 
bill would place two “Pendergast 
Democrats” in control of the en- 
forcement of the liquor laws. 

The bill provides that the qualifi- 
cations of liquor inspectors shall 
be decided by the Governor, Lieu- 
tenant Governor and Attorney 
General, Mabee evidently referred 
to Lieut. Gov. Frank G. Harris and 
Attorney General Roy McKittrick 
in his statement. 

“JT am astonished at the Gover- 
nor’s attitude,” Senator Mabee 
said. “A million Republicans and 
friends of temperance elected him 
Governor: Democratic leaders re- 
sorted to unprecedented tactics to 
prevent his election and inaugura- 
tion. Their campaign was largely 
financed by the liquor interests. 


Says Lobbyist Is Active. 

“With all due respect to the dis- 
tinguished author of Senate bill 
No. 26, it is well known to all of 
us that the most active supporter 
of the bill in the lobbies and cor- 
ridors of this building has been 
the official lobbyist for the brew- 
eries and liquor interests. 

“Not only is the bill intended 
to freeze in their present positions 
more than 20 Democrats, whose 
appointment was dictated by the 
brewery interests and whose offi- 
cial conduct has brought shame to 
our State, but the bill places in the 
hands of two Pendergast Demo- 
crats the power to decide upon the 
qualifications of liquor inspectors. 

“I am loath to believe that Gov. 
Donnell has deliberately formken 
the Republicans who have given 
him extraordinary service and sup- 
port, or the temperance forces who 
swung the balance of power which 
resulted in his election. 

“It is hard to believe that he 
would deliberately make his bed 
with the Democrats and the liquor 
interests. I. prefer to believe. that, 
in the last minute rush of prepar- 
ing his special message, he was 


misled by some trusted friend, | 


who successfully urged him to in- 
clude Senate Bill 26 in his belated 
recommendations. 

“No loyal Republican, and no 
honest friend of law enforcement, 
om support it in its present 
orm.” 


Kinnéy Defends Governor. 


Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis, Democrat, wag the first to 
go to the Governor's defense, be- 
ing followed by Senator Phil M. 
Donnelly of Lebanon, Democrat, 
and author of the bill which 
Mabee made the target of his criti- 
cism., 

Kinney praised the Governor's 
action, asserting he had put par- 
tisanship aside in an effort to put : 
the liquor enforcement agency ‘on 
the same high plane as the high- 
way patrol.” Kinney criticised 
Mabee for attacking the Governor, 
who, he said, could not appear on 
the floor in his own defense. 

Donnelly said he had no inten- 
tion, when he introduced the bill, 
of attempting “to split the Repub- 
lican party.”

Craven and Commissioner Nor- 
man S. Case joined in a minority 
report opposing issuance of the 
new regulations. The other five 
Commissioners. approved them. 
Craven testified he and Case were 
opposed to any such monopoly as 
the rules were intended to pre- 
vent, but could not agree that the 
majority of the Commission had 
the power under the law to go as 
far as it had. 

Craven said he agreed there were 
monopolistic conditions in the in- 
dustry; that one large chain had 
control of too many stations. He 
thought the proposed rules might 
create monopolies in other places. 
His testimony was given at a 
hearing on a pending Senate reso- 
lution for investigation of the Com- 
missions’ regulations and certain 
phases of the radio industry. 
Fred Weber, general manager of 
the Mutual Broadcasting System, 
testified that he did not believe 
the new rules would cause the 
chaos and confusion in national 
broadcasting which other sections 
of the radio industry had pre- 
dicted, 

The Commission in its report 
said two big broadcasting chains, 
National Broadcasting Co. and Co- 


acquired 85 per cent of the night- 
time broadcasting power. 


cast under the new rules as exten- 
sively as at present; that the in- 
creased competition among, net- 
works would develop better pro- 

. Exclusive contracts be- 
tween individual broadcasting sta- 
tions and networks and options 
giving the networks control of the 
individual stations’ time are not 
necessary to the orderly operation 
of national chain broadcasting, 
Weber said. 

The smaller stations will benefit 
under the new rules, Weber said, 
by having the opportunity to get 
programs and also operating reve- 
nue from more than one network.

INJUNCTION REVERSED 
ON LIQUOR SALES BY PHONE 


Missouri Supreme Court Rules 
Tavernkeeper Failed to Show 
Loss of Patronage. 


(AP). — The Missouri Supreme 
Court ruled today that one liquor 
dealer cannot enjoin another from 
selling his wares by telephone. The 
court reversed the Springfield 
Court of Appeals and dissolved an 
injunction which prevented the 
Crown Drug Stores of Springfield 
from making liquor sales by tele- 
phone. 

J. D. Clark, a Springfield tav- 
ern owner, contended telephone or- 
ders constituted illegal competi- 
tion. The Supreme Court did not 
pass on the legality of telephone 
sales. It said Clark made no show- 
ing of “any loss of patronage” and 
that, since he “failed to show that 
his rights have been damaged “in 
any way he has no standing in_a 
court of equity merely to enjoin.”

IDDEN in the voluminous text of the $10,172,204,817 military estab- 

lishment bill for 1942, which passed the House this week and is

The hint is urbanely couched. A report accompanying the bill was 
offered by the House Army Appropriations Subcommittee, the chair- 
man of which is Congressman J, Buell Snyder (Dem.), Pennsylvania. 
It was announced that equipment and procurement are matters to be 
determined by military experts, and that “no immediate expansion” 

was advocated which would “perhaps coincide with popular thought 


upon the subject.” 


The report proceeded to state,

46,000 Vehicles. 

The force which smashed the 
French defensive position on the 
Meuse, he told the House subcom- 
mittee, was comprised of 46,000 
vehicles, echeloned to a depth of 
about 125 miles. He quoted the 
German War Ministry as saying 
that in this break-through, “for 


the first time in history, exclu- 


sive use was made of an armored 
army for executing a large-scale 
strategic movement.” 


“During part of May and June, 
1940,” continued Gen, Chaffee, “a 
major world power, with an army 
conceded by many to be one of the 
finest in the world, backed by the 
man power and equipment of pow- 
erful allies, was completely over- 
thrown.” He described this “rela- 
tively brief operation” as “one of 
the greatest military phenomena of 
all times.” 


The German victories in France 
and the Balkans, he said, “were 
won by offensive operations of ar- 
mored armies supported by combat 
aviation. Former defensive meth- 
ods cannot successfully be used 
against these armored operations. 
Defense against such operations 
can be made only by armored units 
of equal or superior power.” 


It would be useless, Gen, Chaffee 
argued, to equip armored divisions 
and then man them with troops 
lacking special and thorough train- 
ing, which requires far more time 
than the period of selective serv- 
ice, now involving a mass turnover 
of personnel each year. 


Gen. Marshall, in his testimony 
before the Snyder subcommittee, 
also alluded strongly, for the first 
time, to a “probability” that the 
National Guard will not be released 
at the end of its term of one year. 
He was discussing the army’s pro- 
posed motorized divisions, to the 
number of six. The Fourth Divi- 
sion, at Fort Benning, has its full 
complement of officers and men 
and is scheduled to perfect its 
equipment by the end of _ this 
month. The other five are being 
trained, and have only half their 
requirement of vehicles.

Rail Executives 
Insist Facilities 
Are Adequate 


But Experts Expect 
Crisis When De- 
fense Production 
Hits Peak in Fall.

XECUTIVES of the Associa- 
E tion of American Railroads 

here insist there will be no 
shortage of railroad facilities 
despite a growing apprehension 
in the Office of Produc- 
tion Management that transporta- 
tion will be one of the major bot- 
tlenecks as defense production 
rises toward a phenomenal peak. 

Railroad executives, including 
Ralph Budd, railroad president who 
is adviser on defense transporta- 
tion, are in the position of the 
heads of the steel and aluminum 
industries who six months ago 
declared publicly there would -be 
no shortages of those essential 
metals. Now the steel and alu- 
minium producers have had to 
chance their tune and they are 
inclined to blame government pol- 
icy-makers for not having informed 
them of how big the job really was 
to be. 


When 4@t is pointed out to rail- 


road officials in and out of the 
Government that it may be haz 
ardous to predict at this point 
that no shortage is possible, they 
reaffirm their confidence in the 
capacity of the railroads to do the 
job. We know, they say, that if 
we fall down, we'll be taken over 
by the Government and that will 
be the end of an independent rail- 
road system. 


‘Trouble Likely in Fall. 


Nevertheless economists in OPM

Commerce are fairly certain there 
will be a crisis in railroad trans- 
portation at the time of peak 
demand late in September or Octo- 
ber. A detailed study of railroad 
capacity, with special emphasis on 
car-building capacity, is now being 
prepared by experts ‘assigned by 
Stacy May, chief of OPM’s sta- 
tistical division. It is hoped that 
this will be ready within two or 
three weeks.

Jewish leaders told me how they 


felt toward Britain: Hitler meant 
afinihilation, but with Britain there 
was some chance of survival, 


Jewish Demonstrations. 

When the war started, they were 
on the point of protesting against 
Britain’s decision to restrict immi- 
gration and land purchases.

An Incident of the Last War. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 

mittee hearings on the lease-lend bill, 
a remarkably frank disclosure was made 
from English records concerning our 
entrance into the last European war 
which has great pertinency to our pres- 
ent situation, yet it received little or no 
publicity. The disclosure occurred Jan. 
28, with Secretary of the Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau Jr. on the stand. 

Senator Nye asked the Secretary if 
his father, then one of President Wilson's 
diplomatic agents, had ever revealed to 
him a certain conversation held with 
Viscount Esher, in Paris, Aug. 11, 
1917. The Secretary said he knew noth- 
ing of the conversation or of Viscount 
Esher. 

Then Senator Nye produced the Jour- 
nals and Letters of Reginald, Viscount 
Esher, who died in 1930, described as 
“the most secret confidant of the 
Crown,” who had served the British 
monarchy for almost 40 years. 

Under date of Aug. 11, Viscount Esher 
noted, “Mr. Morgenthau asked me to call 
on him at the Ritz Hotel today.” He 
writes that Mr. Morgenthau told him 
President Wilson was ready even then, 
after we were in the war, to suggest a 
renewal of Germany’s offer to enter a 
conference, if England and France 
would look favorably upon it, 

But, as we had come to their aid, 
Britain and France were apparently not 
favorable, and a last chance for peace 
Was passed up. Then Viscount Esher 
continued: 

“Hitherto, American organization has 
proceeded slowly. There are reasons 
concerned with domestic adjustment of 
American policy that made more rapid 
progress impossible. The Government 
now possesses fuller powers and prog- 
ress should be acctlerated, 

“It is the intention at present that the 
resources of America shall not be 
dribbled into the field, so that the blow, 
when it comes, shall be delivered by a 
force thoroughly organized and trained. 

“That there is another aspect of this 
question, Mr. Morgenthau is aware, and 
he realizes the importance upon the 
morale of the French army and the 
French people of cementing the alliance 
by shedding American blood at the 
earliest possible moment.” 

In a previous note in Viscount Esher’s 
journal, dated Aug. 3, he records: 

“No American is likely to be killed be- 
fore November. This is unfortunate, as 
Wilson may require to be steadied be- 
fore then and only the death of young 
Americans can insure his stability.” 

And so, the importance of “shedding 
American blood at the earliest possible 
moment” returns with even greater ur- 
gency, depending, of course, upon the 
point of view.

A SPLENDID MESSAGE, 
Gov. Forrest C, Donnell is entitled to the gratitude 
of all Missouri today. 

With the dignity which becomes his office and 
yet with the force which the people have a right to 
expect in their chief executive, the Governor went 
before a joint session of the two chambers of the 


Legislature yesterday on important public business. |’ 


There was no mention of the partisan attempt 
to rob him of the office to which the voters of Mis- 
souri elected him. There was no reference to the 
Senate’s unprecedented and singularly rude snub in 
not hearing the Governor Tuesday as proposed in the 
House resolution. There were no personalities. 

Mr. Donnell did precisely what he said on Mon- 
day he would do. He told the Legislature what bills 
he thought it should pass before it adjourns. He 
told its members that there was still time for them 
to pass these measures. | 

In other words, he put it up to the Legislature. 

His first three proposals dealt with the corner- 
stone of American democracy—our electoral system. 

He called first for the enactment of the secret 
ballot bill. He then asked for legislation to permit 
the use of ballots after 12 months in grand jury and 
other judicial proceedings. Then he proposed chang- 
ing the State primary date to a time which would in- 
crease popular participation in nominations. : 

His other recommendations were in character. He 


‘| proposed that the Governor be empowered to dis- 


miss derelict prosecuting officials. He proposed a 
constitutional amendment to change the close of the 
fiscal year from Dec. 31 to June 1 to eliminate the 
biennial distress over lack of relief and salary funds. 
He proposed a thorough investigation of old-age pen- 
sion rolls and the efficiency of social security admin- 
istration. 

He asked for senatorial redistricting and correction 
of the gross population disparities in the present legis- 
lative apportionment. He asked that appropriations 
be held within estimated revenue. He asked for sub- 
mission of the constitutionally required question 
of a convention to revise the State Constitution. 
He asked for a merit system for the Social Security 
Commission and the State Board of Health. 

St. Louisans especially will appreciate his sup- 
port of teachers’ pension legislation. Farmers have 
real cause to applaud his appeal for the bill to 
enable Missouri to participate in the national soil 
conservation program. Everyone should welcome 
his declaration for a thorough survey of the Govern- 
ment of Missouri with a view to modernizations, 
structural improvement and increased efficiency. 

All his other proposals are worthy—reduction of 
political party control of the liquor inspection force, 
passage of a bill to give the State title to the un- 
claimed fire rate insurance refund money, passage 
of the State Council of Defense Act, passage of the 
bill to provide State funds for the support of the 
Commission for the Blind, and 80 on. 

As the Governor confined himself for the most 
part to subjects covered in pending bills he did not 
take up needed measures which fhe Legislature has 
killed at this session. There is every reason to be- 
lieve, however, that he would be delighted to see 
reconsideration of the criminal code reform bills, the 
marriage health bill and other desirable measures 
now strangled or being smothered to death. 

To these could and should be added such other 
worthy legislative causes as modernization of the 
State printing statute, overhauling of the Justice 
of the Peace Courts in St. Louis, provision for mutual 
savings bank life insurance and new bus and truck 
legislation. For if there is no special session, the 
Legislature will not meet again for two years. 

Gov. Donnell has conferred with the Legislature as 
the elected leader of all the people of Missouri. If 
the Legislature has any regard for either the people 
or its own reputation it will respond. 

If it does not respond, it may expect to see a State- 
wide movement take form to correct its grave de- 
ficiencies. Missouri is not going to join the nation 
in a military defense of American democracy and 
then watch it die politically here at home,

A FINE AMERICAN. 

Dan Beard was 9 when Sumter was fired on. 
He knew the bird calls and the tracks of the woods 
animals around Painesville, O, and when the blue- 
uniformed soldiers tame home on furlough he found 
out how to build clay ovens, to cook in camp and 
to throw up a shelter among the trees at nightfall. 
When he was 12, he organized his playmates into 
a band whose leaders were named after Simon Ken- 
ton, Daniel Boone and other heroes of the outdoors. 
It was not called the first Boy Scout troop, but that 
is what it was. The idea did not come to Lord Baden- 
Powell, the British organizer of scouting, until long 
afterward. 

“Uncle. Dan” was the name which thousands of 
American boys called their National Scout Commis- 
sioner. “Brother Dan” would have been even bet- 
ter. For Daniel Carter Beard was a boy until he 
died yesterday on the eve of 91. Age may at last 
have wrinkled his weathered face, but he was always 
the robust, eager woodsman, ready for the surprises 
and emergencies of the trail, His wholesome influ- 
ence on American citizenship is unique, and because 
he wrote and illustrated timeless adventure stories 
for boys, it will go on through the years.

IT WOULD CONFUSE THE ISSUE. 


Two Charter amendments afe before the voters 


of St. Louis. One proposes that a civil service sys- 
tem be established for municipal employes. The 
other proposes that the mode of election of Alder- 
men be changed from the present method of election 
at large to election by wards. | se, 


The civil service amendment was recently at- 


tacked by partisan politicians who are opposed to 
the merit system under any and all circumstances. 
Public opinion reacted immediately in favor of the 
amendment with the result that Mayor Becker quick- 
ly reiterated his campaign pledge to work for and 
achieve a city civil service. 

The proposed aldermanic amendment is now in 
effect also under attack. The Governmental Re- 


search Institute, formerly the Bureau of Municipal 


Research, has issued a bulletin which sets forth 
the arguments for and against election by wards, 
but with the general result that its statement argues 
against the pending amendment. 

Mayor Becker was right when he stood by his 
campaign pledge on civil service. He will be right 
in standing equally firm on his pledge in favor of 
electing Aldermen by wards. 

The alternative to continuing the present undemo- 
cratic system, which sets up one-party rule at the 
City Hall, is to propose an altogether new systeni 
of electing Aldermen; ihdeed, perhaps to reduce 
the size of the board to say a third of its present 
membership, and make other fundamental structural 
changes. 

Whatever the merits of such an alternative, it 
would require extended public discussion and educa- 
tion. The vacation season which falls between now 
and the special charter amendment election. Sept. 
16, would be no time for St. Louis to undertake to 
inform itself on such broad changes. 

And even if the election could be held Sept. 16 
on a hew proposal, the voters might reject it as 
too sweeping with the result that one-party rule 
of the Board of Aldermen would be continued in- 
definitely.. The present system permits Aldermen to 
be elected when defeated in their wards and con- 
trarily to be defeated when they carry their wards. 
That is a flagrant violation of the first principle 
of popular representation. It will be corrected by 
adoption of the pending amendment, whose purpose 
Mayor Becker has indorsed. 

If something else should be done after this is cor- 
rected, that will be the time to take it up. It would 
be a serious mistake to confuse the issue and thus 
run the risk of losing a reform which the people of 
St. Louis have already indorsed in a 2-to-1 vote. 
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CHANGE IN THE DRAFT AGE. 

When the Burke-Wadsworth bill was passed by 
Congress last September, the nation embarked on an 
unprecedented move: the drafting of men for mili- 
tary service in peacetime. It was realized that ex- 
perience with the huge program probably would 
indicate the necessity of changes in some details. 
The Senate now has acted upon a suggéstion by 
draft authorities for one such change and has passed 
a bill authorizing the President to defer military 
training for men who have reached age 28 by July 1. 

The 21-to-28 age group has been furnishing four- 
fifths of the men called into service, and the 28-to-35 
group has been responsible for most of the defer- 
ments. According to Gen. Lewis 8. Hershey, Selec- 
tive Service Director, “There is a great deal more 
dependency among the older men than we find 
among younger draftees,, and physical disabilities 
are more frequent.” In addition, it was found that 
men in the younger group have better physical co- 
ordination of the type required for training in 
mechanized warfare. 

This is a change that should be of value to indus- 
try as well as to the army. Fewer skilled workers 
would be called, and the red tape of employers’ ef- 
forts to get them deferred would be eliminated. 
The House will meet general public approval, we 
think, if it joins in approving this bill. 
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SECRETARY ICKES APOLOGIZES TO MR. VILLARD. 

If ever an apology was in order, it was that which 
Secretary Ickes has sent to Oswald Garrison Villard. 
Mr. Villard was one of the first American denouncers 
of the Nazi tyranny. He came back from Germany 
just after Hitler took control and at once began 
to tell his fellow Americais that the Nazi dictator 
was a menace to the peace of the world. He has 
continued to condemn Hitler’s brutal treatment of 
many Germans and aggressions against Germany’s 
neighbors. 

In view of a record that is plain as day, it was 
an inexcusable slander on the part of Secretary 
Ickes to call Mr. Villard a “Nazi fellow-traveler.” 
Mr. Villard is what he always has been—a patriotic 
American citizen, holding his beliefs sincerely and 
entitled to them in a free democracy. 

The Ickes apology reads like the statement of a

Thomas Hart Benton on Museums 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Missouri painter says he has no quarrel with museums, but objects 
to effect of “museum minds” on rise of true American art; charges 
they worship “dead and faraway,” and sneer at native works; 
fears control by directors and professors will ruin art education. 


Thomas Hart Benton, Former Director of the Department of Painting at Kansas City 
Art Institute, in Common Sense. 


FEW weeks ago at a press conference 
A» New York, where my latest show 

had its opening, I made some semi- 
serious remarks about museums and the 
people that run them. After a couple of 
highballs, I even suggested that a living 
art might function more effectively in sa- 
loons and bawdy-houses than in museums, 
and that the people who frequent the for- 
mer might be intellectually better prepared 
to comprehend and encourage a living art 
than the kind of colonial-minded esthetes 
who inhabit the latter. 

My language was “indiscreet” and the 
newspapers, which are understandably tired 
of formal banalities, printed it. The stuffed 
shirts who raise the cash and govern the 
destinies of the Kansas City Art Institute, 
where I have been teaching for the last six 
years, promptly assembled and fired me. 
For talking, I lost a job. 

Sometimes, to be sure, I talk loudly and 
decorate my conversation with linguistic 
flourishes not generally associated with se- 
rious intentions. But I was serious in New 


York when I let go about this museum busi- 


ness, The country is getting over-populated 
with museums. At the same time, by the 
law of cause and effect, the country is fill- 
ing up with museum minds, 

I see this happening; I look at the young 
American artist growing up, and I am 
uneasy. I am afraid that he will again 
get the idea, like so many of our retired 
business men, that culture is something 
which must have an exotic label and must 
come from far away or out of the past to 
be genuine or worthy of attention. 

* * 

For the last few years, our young and 
growing artists have been working in the 
field of American life. They have been 
referring to actualities of American expe- 
rience for the ideas out of which they made 
their esthetic goods. Their attention to 
these actualities has been the result of 
some 20 years of pioneer work by artists 
who have had the wit to see that a culture 
is the outcome of a way of life, and that 
an American culture cannot be bought cr 
borrowed. This has eventuated in an im- 
mense popularization of art and offers the 
promise for capable artists of an economi- 
cally sound life. ' 

American art has been taken from the 
garret into the world. There is hope that 
art may again become a living thing, of in- 
terest to plain living people, rather than a 
collection of objects strung up on the cold 
walls of institutions run for esthetic dilet- 
tantes, amateur philosophers and generally 
in memory of dead vanities. 

The professors, the critics, the museum 
boys are ganging up on this new American 
art. Their lectures and their publications 
sneer at the art of the “American scene.” 
There is plenty the matter with the Ameri- 
can scene as it is expressed in art. ‘All of 
us who paint today need more in the way 
of mechanical and organizational tech- 
niques than we have. Rembrandt still 
paints better than we do. But this busi- 
ness of making a living American art that 
will be as good in its own way as Rem- 
brandt’s is beyond the understanding of 
critics and museum boys. ; 

What I am now afraid of, because of 
the power and prestige of the museums, 
is that the young and sensitive artist will 
be caught in his floundering student days 
and turned away from life and back to 


imitating the dead or producing attenua- 
tions of exotic imports. 

We have had artists in this country. Apart 
from the many so-called folk artists, we 
have had Bingham, Homer, Ryder, Eakins. 
These men knew instinctively that art to 
be art and not its imitation must .come 
through factual and poetic experience in 
life itself, They were men who had the 
courage to make their own references to 
life. What I am now afraid of is that the 
example of that courage will be lost to 
the American student under the increas- 
ing pressure of institutionally supported 
minds which minimize their importance. 
The complete fatuity of these minds is dem- 
onstrated by their acceptance of the desig- 
nation “National Museum” for the building 
in Washington which houses Mr. Mellon’s 
collection of foreign art. 

There is nothing national whatever in 
Mr. Mellon’s museum. We are fortunate 
to have it, to be sure. The pictures and 
sculptures there, properly regarded, may 
provide immense stimulation for art in 
this country. But they are not our art 
and we cannot for a moment regard them 
as such. They are not of our culture and 
they cannot add to our culture except as 
their technical and organizational qualities 
have been absorbed in an art based on our 
own immediate experience in our own liv- 
ing environment, ; 

* * — 

My objection to museum people is that 
they are too much like undertakers. They 
suggest the odor of embalming fluid, and 
their mouths spout nothing but unctuous 
paeans to the dead and the faraway. . They 
are a sort of pain in the neck, but they are 
also dangerous. If they get their fingers 
into art education, they will kill it. 

It is the fact that they are making in- 
roads in the field of art education that 
causes me to write as I do now. 

I think everybody knows that I respect 
sufficiently our esthetic heritage to recog- 


nize that there is a place for museums. As 


a technician, I could not do without them. 
Let me make it clear that I do not object 
to museums, but the effects of museum 
minds on our American conceptions of art

great objective of Hitler’s cam- 
paign in the Mediterranean is to 
defeat this policy before we actu- 
ally decide to make it effective. 

Knowing that the combined in- 
dustrial power of Britain and 
America and their combined naval 
power are sufficient to neutralize 
the German navy and to prevent 
the German army and air force 
from winning the war, Hitler is 
moving with all possible speed to 
offset the American intervention 
by obtaining the use of French, 
Italian, and Japanese sea power. 
Our power is naval power. The 
purpose of the Mediterranean cam- 

is to get possession of the 
Frenth empire, to liberate the Ital- 
ian. fleet, and to induce Japan to 
enter the World War. Then, when 
we do decide to do what we have 
said we shall do, he confidently 
expects that he will have in his 
hands the ships and the strategic 
bases to checkmate us. 
* * * 
HE conquest of the Mediterra- 
nean is the only way open to 
Hitler, who lacks a navy, to con- 
quer the French empire. As long 
as the Bri fleet is in the Medi- 
terranean, itler can never be 
sure that his agents and his dupes 
in Vichy can really compel the 
French empire to obey his orders 
and serve him effectively. But if 
he can drive the British out of the 
Mediterranean, he can occupy 
French Africa, he can capture the 
French navy, and he can establish 
himself in force in the French 
ports on the Atlantic. 

At the same time, if he drives 
the British out of the Mediterra- 
nean, he makes what is left of the 
Italian navy—and there is a good 
deal left—available for commerce 
raiding in the Atlantic or in the 
Indian Ocean. Finally, if he drives 
the British out of the Mediterra- 
nean, takes Suez and the entrance 
to the Red Sea, he may pérsuade 
Japan to attack Singapore from 
the east while he threatens to at- 
tack it from the west.

HIS general strategical plan 

has a very fair prospect of suc- 
cess if the British have to fight 
alone both in the Atlantic and in 
the Mediterranean. Their naval 
forces and their merchant shipping 
are-not sufficient to serve the 
British Isles and the Middle East 
and the Far East. Undoubtedly 
the residue of truth in all the ru- 
mors that have been spread abroad 
recently is that unless the British 
know promptly whether we are 
going to intervene in the Atlantic, 
they may have to take the very 
grave decision of concentrating 
théir forces for the final defense 
of the British Isles. If the British 
did have to take this decision, 
there is no doubt whatever that 
the French Empire would go over 
lock, stock and barrel to Hitler, 
and with it Spain and Portgual.

The success of this campaign de- 
pends upon a gamble—but a very 
sound gamble from Hitler’s point 
of view—that we shall not use our 
naval power to defeat it before it 
is too late.

“I would urge an immediate 
study of the railroad problem, with 
particular emphasis on locomo- 
tives, cars and rails, and if possi- 


resigned to accepting high com- 
missioners in the full knowledge 
that the general run of them 
would always be unsymprthetic. 
They admitted that when things 
got too tough in Palestine,’ their 
only recourse was political pres- 
sure in London and Washington, 
where they had valuable friends. 

The Jewish Agency took me to 
see several of their land develop- 
ment projects and even took me 
through one of the big Jewish-run 
dairy farms near Jerusalem, 

I confess that the zealous nation- 
alism I heard from the mouths of 
the Jewish leaders in Palestine 
surprised and bewildered me. I 
found it impossible to believe that 
the so-called Jewish problem of the 
world was going to be solved by 
the rise of a Jewish nationalism. 
This outpouring of what might al- 
most be called a Jewish Jingoism 
was understandable, but not ex- 
actly encouraging. 

Realistic Viewpoint. 

But the head of the Jewish 
Agency's political department was 
certainly realistic. He argued: that 
Hitler had already succeeded in 
doing one thing in Europe—he had 
ruined the Jewish people and no 
post-war restitution would ever 
give back to the Jews their former 
holdings or their former places in 
European society. Palestine was a 
last desperate hope. 

When war began the Jewish 
Agency offered to raise 30,000 
fighting men. Some Jewish organ- 
izations in Palestine undoubtedly 
looked upon these men as_ the 
nucleus of a pure Jewish army 
| which would carry the standard for 
Zion after the war. Most of the 
Jews, however, simply wanted to 
help defeat Hitler. The British de- 
cided not to allow the formation of 
purely Jewish military forces, but 
to accept volunteers in the hope 
that they would get Jews and 
Arabs in equal numbers. This hope

WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox, asked 
today about a published report that 
a United States destroyer had been 
in conflict with a submarine in the 
Atlantic, said: “The answer is no 
comment,” ' 

The question was brought up at 
a press conference and the “no 
comment” response brought anoth- 
er inquiry as to whether Knox 
could say “in a general way” about 
any engagements in which the 
fleet, operating far out in the At- 
lantic on patrol, might have been 
engaged. 

“Ie I knew of any I wouldn't 
tell you,” Knox replied. 

The Secretary said publication 
of the destroyer-submarine report 
in a syndicated column several 
days ago “was a terrible thing.” 
He urged reporters in possession 
of such reports to go to the Navy 
or War Departments and seek con- 
firmation, — 

(Alsop and Kintner, in their 
Washington column Monday, said 
that a United States destroyer 
made an attack on a submarine 
believed to be German recently. 
The destroyer at the time was pick- 
ing up survivors from a British 
vessel] sunk not far from the coast 
of Greenland.) 

“The department is going to give 
you every item of news it can give 
you,” Knox said. But he made it 
clear that when a story was not 
confirmed it should not, in his 
opinion, be published. 

Knox told reporters the Navy 
probably would convert several 
merchant ships into small aircraft 
carriers, capable of carrying about 
25.planes each. One ship out of a 
number taken over from the mer- 
chant fleet by the Navy has been 
go converted. 


There has been speculation that 
such small carriers might play a 
major role in the Atlantic patrol.

Say 5000 British and 
Greeks Were Killed and 
15,700 Captured, Not 


German army ané eir force seiz- 
ure of Crete on Adolf Hitler’s per- 
sonal orders cost 5893 officers and 
men in dead, wounded and missing, 
the high command announced to- 
day, and proved that “nothing is 
impossible to the German soldier.” 

The announcement also claimed 
that between Jan. 1 and May 30, 30 
allied warships were sunk in the 
Mediterranean, including 23 at 
Crete, and that “a great number 
of other units, including several 
battleships and plane carriers,” 
were damaged. 3 

In the same five-month period, 
according to this announcement, 
103 merchant ships, totaling fnore 
than 520,000 tons, were sunk in 
the Mediterranean. 

Nazi army and air force casual- 
ties for the Crete campaign were 
given as follows:

British-Greek Losses. 

The high command placed Brit- 
ish and Greek losses in killed on 
Crete at about 5000 officers and 
men, in addition to 10,700 British 
and 5000 Greeks taken prisoner. 
British losses reported do not in- 
clude those at sea, it was pointed 
out. 

(Prime Minister Winston Church- 

ill, in reporting to the House of 
Commons Tuesday that Britain 
lost 15,000 men in killed, wounded 
and prisoners in the battle of 
Crete, declared that 5000 Germans 
drowned and 12,000 more were 
killed or wounded in tae aerial 
and sea-borne offensive.) 
- The Germans reported 502 allied 
planes destroyed in the battle of 
Crete—417 aground, in the first 
stages of the battle, 167 in air 
fights and eight by anti-aircraft 
fire. The Germans acknowledged 
loss of only 236 planes. 

Also reviewing the Balkan cam- 
paign—the conquest of Yugoslavia 
and Greece—the high command 
announced that a preliminary to 
the final count of prisoners 
showed about 14,500 officers and 
nearly 560,000 men—Yugoslavs, 
British Imperial troops and Greeks 
—in German custody. 


Assault on Crete. 


Hitler personally ordered that 
the Greek island of Crete be taken 
by aerial assault, the communique 
said, when he saw that it was of 
as much importance to Germany 
as to Britain for further pursuit 
of the war. | 

The high command admitted that 
attempts to land reinforcements on 
Crete by sea on May 21, the sec- 
ond day of the campaign, failed, 
but asserted that “not thousands, 
as the British asserted, but barely 
200 soldiers were killed. 

“The next day a tremendous bat- 
tle between the Eighth Flying 
Corps and the English fleet ended 
with glorious victory for the Ger- 
man flyers.” 

The official news agency, DNB, 
reported that Britain's 31,100-ton 
battleship Malaya and 32,000-ton 
battle cruiser Repulse had been 
put out of action for an indefinite 
time by torpedoes from German 
submarines. 


The Malaya put into New York 
harbor for repairs on April 6, with 
a hole plainly visible in its side. 

The Repulse also has been re- 
ported damaged on other occa- 
sions. The submarine which sank 
the battleship Royal Oak at Scapa 
Flow in October, 1939, reported it 
torpedoed the Repulse on the same 
expedition.

home states grant the same priv- 
flege to Missouri, truckers. The 
bill now goes to the Senate. 

The bill was defeated during the 
morning session, when it failed by 
a single vote to receive the 76 votes 
necessary for passage. On recon- 
sideration at the afternoon session 
the measure carried, 76 to 35, but 
was declared passed only after 
Speaker Morris E. Osburn over- 
by Representative H. B. Hart of 
Camden County. 

The measure also contains a bor- 
der city exemption clause, under 
which out-of-state truckers would 
be permitted to operate in the mu- 
nicipal and suburban limits of 
Missouri border cities without pay- 
ing Missouri truck fees.

Holds It Must Be Submit- 
ted as Charter Amend- 
ment — Cites Supreme 


Court Decision. 


City Counselor Joseph F. Hol- 
land has submitted to Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker an opinion hold- 
ing that the question of electing 


Aldermen by wards instead of by 
general vote, must be submitted to 
the people as a charter amend- 
ment, 

The issue of whether a vote was 
required was raised in a recent 
Post-Dispatch editorial which sug- 
gested a fresh study of the matter 
by the Mayor and the City Coun- 
selor. 

Holland’s opinion is based on a 
Supreme Court decision in 1935 
when Rudolph A. Goerts, a Re 
publican City Committeeman, 
sought by writ af mandamus to 
compel the Board of Election Com- 
missioners to permit him to be- 
come a candidate, to be voted on 
only by residents of the Fourteenth 
Ward. The Supreme Court denied 
the writ, holding that the State 
constitution and the city charter 
required the election of Aldermen 
by general vote. 

The theory on which Goerts re- 
lied, Holland pointed out, was that 
a 1934 amendment to the constitu- 
tion permitted revision of the 
charter to permit election of Al- 
dermen by wards and that the 
charter itself provided that when- 
ever the constitution and laws of 
the State permitted, election of Al- 
dermen should be by wards. ‘ 

The Court held, however, that 
the 1934 constitutional amendment 
merely provided a method by 
which the charter could be revised. 

“It follows,” Holland wrote in 
his opinion for Mayor Becker, 
“that in answer to the specific 
question presented by the 
Post-Dispatch it is our opinion, 
based on the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri, that the 
proposal to elect Aldermen by 
wards must be submitted to the 
voters of the city, and that said 
proposal, to become effective, must 
be accepted by three-fifths of the 
qualified voters voting for or 
against such proposal so submit- 

ed.” 

: A resolution to submit a charter 
amendment for election of Alder- 
men by. wards was adopted as one 
of the last acts of the Democratic- 
controlled Board of Aldermen. 
Mayor Becker has himself 
to support this measure.

Leaders of CIO and AFL unions

had forwarded them copies of Col. 
Volandt’s letter to the chamber. 

Col. Volandt, who is in the of- 
fice of the chief of the Air Corps, 
warned the Chamber that the St. 
Louis area might be left out of any 
plans for future expansion of air- 
— * plants as a result of the de- 

ys, : ‘ 

Statement by Church. 

Asserting that Col. Volandt’s let- 
ter indicated he had “little or no 
real knowledge of the labor situa- 
tion in St. Louis,” Church said that 
“by no stretch. of the imagination” 
can the AFL ‘unions at work on 
the plant be held responsible for 
the delay. 

“As a matter of fact,” he wrote, 
“blame for the delay, if any, be- 
longs solely and entirely to repre- 
sentatives of the United States 
Government, who refused even to 
discuss the subject of shift work, 
jurisdictional matters and the like 
when they were invited to attend 
a special meeting called for this 
specific purpose by the writer. 

“This meeting was held at the 
hall of the Building & Construction 
Trades Council last April 28 and 
was attended by James P. Mitchell 
and Capt. R. W. Cooper of the 


labor relations section, Construction 


Division, Quartermaster Corps, Jo-

Pointing out that a change in 
one part of the building frequently 
necessitates changes in other sec- 
tions, resulting in delays through- 
out the plant, Church added, “The 
Curtiss-Wright engineers in many 
instances .do not know exactly 
what they want on some parts of 
the plant until they come to it and 
then experimentation ig necessary 
because this company has sprouted 
from an acorn to a full-sized tree 
almost overnight and their con- 
structing engineers have problems 
to meet that are entirely new to 
them.” 

Church quoted Horace Deal, con- 
tractor, as saying frequently that 
not more than 15 days’ work was 
ahead at any time as indicating 
that it was not necessary to work 
on a three-shift basis. Further- 
more, he concluded, the Curtiss 
Wright plant here is further along 
than similar plants being built in 
other cities which were started at 
the same time or earlier. 

Slinkard pointed out in his let- 
ter that no CIO unions were in- 
volved in any of the difficulties 
referred to by Col. Volandt, and 
that “even though the contractors 
erecting the Curtiss-Wright plant 
and other defense projects in this 
area found it expedient to sign 
closed shop agreements with the 
various AFL building trades unions 
which, in effect, excluded members 
of the CIO contruction workers 
from the job, our union, as its con- 
tribution to the national defense 
program, has not raised any dif- 
ficulties about the matter.”

Letters written in 1938 and 1939 
to customers of the brokerage firm 


of G. A. Gantz & Co., assuring 
them “There will be no war,” were 
read in the trial of Gordon A.

ASE 8-189: Hulda K., aged 23, is an attractive girl of immi- 

grant parentage. 

“My father and mother came to America when I was 5 
years of age,” she informed me in an interview. They ran a deli- 
catessen shop in New York. I had 
to help in the store every minute 
I had free from school. They 
watched me like a hawk and 
wouldn’t let me go to parties or 
school dances. I never had a date 
with a boy all through high school. 
One young man did show a little 
interest in me at the store and we 
would get off to the far end of the 
shop, where we could whisper a 
few words or exchange notes 
which we had written to one an- 
other. But my parents wouldn't 
let me go with this man, for they 
said he was too young. Finally, a 
fellow 15 years older than I, saw me in the store and next day 
asked my parents if he could marry me. They assented, for they 
thought he would be a good catch, since he had a little grocery 
store of his own. I didn’t love this man, but we were married 
four years ago. Now, at 23, I have two children whom I love, but 
my husband beats me when he gets into a rage. He drinks fre- 
quently and then grows angry and strikes me. We got along 
pretty well the first year, for we lived in a little cottage by our- 
selves. But our parents persuaded him to move in with them. 
They side with him, even when he deserts me for two or three 
days after we have a quarrel. Dr. Crane, I am so unhappy I 
don’t know what to do. I'd end it all if I didn’t have my babies 
to look after.”

GARGANTUA ~ ~ THE MEANEST APE IN CAPTIVITY. 


Gargantua, the Gorilla, Comes to Town With the 
Circus and Displays His Usual Bad Humor — But 
Toto, His Wife, Proves to Be Highly Amiable Ape. 


ROM behind the bars of his 

rubber -tired, air - conditioned, 

$20,000, 11-ton cage of steel and 
plate glass, Gargantua, the world’s 
most pampered and publicized go- 
rilla, got his first glimpse of St. 
Louis this morning. 

Unloaded from the mammoth 
show train of Ringling Bros. and 
Barnum & Bailey circus, the sore- 
head superman was in his usual 
bad humor and meditating, pre- 
sumably, on his favorite subject: 
murder, 

With him, but in her own pri- 
vate cage, was Toto, his splay- 
faced wife in fame only, who car- 
ries most of her 430 pounds in 
her stomach and has a mug that 
not even a mama _ =~gorilla could 
love. 

To prove that she was no 
grouchy guest of the city, Toto 
cut a few capers on her trapeze, 
peered amiably at this reporter 
and put on a great show of mock 
modesty while performing her 
morning ablutions. 

The hideous Gargantua just sat 
and glared in a marfser that sug- 
gested he would like to have about 
three full-grown men to eat for 
breakfast. Instead, he got three 
Taw eggs, a tablespoon of liver 
extract and a little chocolate syrup 
mixed up in a quart of milk.

One of our greatest national bal- 
lads, Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean, was written in Philadelphia 
not quite 100 years ago. 

It should be stated at the outset 

that there used to be much dispute 
over the authorship of the words 
and music of this classic. 
‘The old version was that the 
lyrics, as wé know them, are a vari- 
ant of the British, “Oh, Britannia, 
the Pride of the Ocean,” by David 
T. Shaw; while today’s and the ac- 
cepted contention is that Mr. Shaw 
took advantage of his friend 
Thomas a’ Beckett, talented mu- 
sician, actor and resident of the 
City, of Brotherly Love, who wrote 
the song to help out Shaw, for a 
benefit performance. 

In a long letter written in 1876, 
Beckett relates in detail the cir- 
cumstances leading up to his cre- 
ation, in 1843, of Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean; his chagrin 
when he discovered a published 


copy of it entitled “Columbia, the . 


Gem of the Ocean, written, com-

sustained Gargantua’s 525 pounds 
of continuous fury.

In 
addition to his $20,000 cage, he 
has an entourage of seven men 
who keep house for him. Thermo- 
stats govern the air he breathes. 
He has his own physician: And 
for all this and three square meals 
a day he doesn’t have to do a 
thing but indulge the world’s worst 
disposition.

OW acknowledged the meanest 
N ape in captivity, Gargantua was 

once a fairly tame and likeable 
lad: A native of the Cameroons, 
he weighed 35 pounds and was 
about two years old when the cap- 
tain of an American freighter 
bought him from a _ missionary 
couple back is 1932. En route to 
New York, Gargantua, who was 
then called Buddy, got his ‘first 
dent in his disposition. A dis- 
gruntied sailor doused him with 
acid and his nasty looks today 
are partly the result of that inci- 
dent. 

In New York, Gargantua, or 
Buddy, was purchased by wealthy 
Mrs, Gertrude Linz, a pet fancier. 
He was taught to wear overalls, 
to walk erect and to mind like a 
well-trained baby. Although a 
pretty thoroughly spoiled brat, his 
disposition was fairly sunny until 
one day in 1936 when he had his 
second meeting with human bru- 
tality. <A discharged servant in 
the Linz h-usehold fed him a tum- 
bler of sugar-syrup and disinfect- 
ant and Buddy lost 80 pounds in 
five weeks before his stomach 
healed. 

From then on, everything went 
wrong in Buddy’s life. One morn- 
ing he tried to stroke his pet kit- 
ten and crushed its skull. Mrs. 
Linz realized then that Buddy’s 
strength had outgrown his control 
and that he could no longer be 
allowed the run of the estate. So 
Buddy was locked up and resent- 
ing captivity, he grew first mean 
and then murderous and so Mrs.

North. North paid $10,000 for 
Buddy, changed his name to Gar- 
gantua and in November, 1937, the 
great ape began his circus career. 

Now 10 years old, Gargantua’s 
strength cannot be fully measured. 
Not long ago he was given a rope 
with 15 stevedores anchoring the 
other end. He pulled the 15 men 
up to his cage with one hand. He 
has repeatedly tried to kill each 
and all of his keepers and once 
almost succeeded in doing in an 
elephane herder. The man stepped 
too close to Gargy’s cage, Gargy 
grabbed him by the necktie and 
jerked him up to the bars. The 
jolt broke the tie and the man fell 
to the ground. In a rage Gargan- 
tua threw the tie after him. 

After that, Gargantua was put 
not only behind bars, but behind 
glass walls to spend his days tak- 
ing out his rages on a couple of 
truck tires instead of on human 
beings. And whether he will ever 
be allowed the companionship of 
his girl-friend, Toto, in the same 
cage is problematical. Jose Tomas, 
head keeper for Toto, says you 
can’t tell., 

“Certainly not now,” he shakes 
his head, “they would tear each 
other into bits.”

position than Gargantua, Toto once 
led a life very much the same as 
his. The darling of a rich woman, 
she wore clothes, enjoyed the free- 
dom of a big estate and kept a pet 
kitten. But the time came when 
she, too, could no longer control 
her own strength and broke both 
wrists of a friend of her mistress. 
So Toto was sold to the circus and 
when John Ringling North staged 
his big gorilla wedding in Sarasota 
last February, Toto brought with 
her a regular trousseau of mono- 
grammed silver and embroidered 
sheets and pillow slips.

HE Toto-Gargantua wedding 

was not only a disappointment 

to all concerned, but a complete 
fiasco. With their cages shoved end 
to end, the two apes eyed each 
other through the bars. Gargan- 
tua, strangely enough, behaved like 
a gentleman. He found a stalk 
of celery left over from his lunch 
and held it through the bars to 
Toto. But Toto evidently didn’t 
like Gargantua’s looks for she 
promptly threw an ape fit, wént 
wild with anger, howled and 
screamed and tore her thick black 
fur. Then Gargantua went into a 
rage and the romance was -over. 
The two apes remain in their sepa- 


rate steel and glass apartments 
and show no signs of striking up 
anything like a pleasant acquaint- 
ance. 

Toto, Keeper Tomas insists, is 
still a well-behaved lady. He en- 
ters her cage daily to clean it, to 
feed her and to help her with her 
daily bath. But Gargantua lives a 
life of solitary confinement, \When 
his house has to be set in order, 
he hag to be maneuvered into a 
small compartment at one end of 
his cage. And unlike Toto’s apart- 
ment which has some “furniture,” 
a swing, trapeze and bench, Gar- 
gantua’s house is bare except: for 
two truck tires. At night he sleeps 
on the floor with a blanket over 
him. By morning the blanket is 
torn to shreds. — 

A year younger than Gargantua, 
Toto stands 5 feet 2 to his 5 feet 6. 
Whereas he has an arm stretch of 
108 inches, hers is only 98 inches. 
And while not exactly a raving 
beauty, Toto is a pretty good look- 
ing ape compared to her murder- 
ous. looking boy friend. . 

“When I tell her she is pretty,” 
says Keeper Tomas, “she giggies.” 

Nobody ever tells Gargantua 
anything. They just let him alone 
to spend his time hatching up new 
schemes for murder. 


Tonsils and 


ONSILS are not a _ disease. 

They belong in the throat and 

serve a useful purpose there. 
We do not take them outif we can 
help it. They help to keep the 
throat free of germ-bearing dusts; 
they help the voice and speech 
processes.

Sometimes tonsils become dis- 
eased. Children complain of sore

Adenoids are another matter. 
They do not belong. They are 
growth that block the nasa] pas- 
sages and make breathing diffi- 
cult. They force mouth breathing, 
and that it bad for several rea- 
sons. The breath should be 
taken in through. the nose, where 
it is strained and warmed in 
preparation for its entrance into 
the lungs. The mouth is not the 
place for that preparation. The 
adenoids spoil the voice because 
the sound passages are blocked

along with the nasal passages. 

The open mouth spoils the beauty 
of the face, and the swollen bridge 
of the nose deforms it. Adenoids 
should be taken out as soon as 
the physician in charge orders it. 
School] children lose a _ great 
deal in health, growth and devel- 
opment of intelligence if adenoids 
are allowed to remain in their 
noses. Brains need a full supply 
of clean blood to keep them on the 


alert, and that is precisely what « 


adenoids prevent. The children 
who suffer from their presence 
look dull, behave dull and in time 
become dull. It is not wise to de- 
lay too long in removing these 
obstructions lest the dullness be- 
come chronic.

Either of these operations is 
simple. They require the services
